Ethnic Distribution 

. Ethnic distributions are provided for the Regular ADC cases: in New York 
City, separate data are provided for white, Negro, and Latin American families; 
for the rest of the State data are classified only as white or non-white. 


The term "Latin American" refers to ADC families from Puerto Rico, the 
Caribbean Islands, Central America and Sou 4 h America. The vast majority of 
this group, over 85 percent, were of Puerto Rican origin. 


The "Negro" category for New York city contains 0.7% other races (Orientals). 


The non-white category in the rest of the State includes 82.5* Negro cases, 
13.Puerto Rican, 2.5% other Latin American and 1.5% American Indian.

ETHNIC DISTRIBUTION OF ADC FAMILIES 

Statewide, almost one-quarter of all ADC families were white, 42% were 
Negro, almost 29% were Puerto Rican, ever 4% were other Latin American, with 
0.236 Oriental and 0.4)6 unknown. 

Comparing 1971 with the 1969 data on the ADC Regular group, the proportion 
of white families has increased about 4% from 20% in 1969 and the proportion of 
Negro families showed a concomitant decrease of 4%. 

There was little change in the ethnic distribution of the families in New 
York City from 1969. In the rest of the State, however, the proportion of 
Negro families fell suostantially (from 43;2% in 1969-to 34.2% in 1971); the 
proportion of Latin Americans jumped from 1.7% to 6.9%, and the proportion of

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Chapter 9. Family Budgets 


Background 


“Standards of living" refer to the goals of 
consumers and workers in their consumption of 
goods and services, use of leisure time, and 
conditions of work. Standard budgets, also de¬ 
scribed as family budgets, measure the total 
costs-or amounts of income required to achieve 
the levels and manner of living implicit in these 
goals.' Cost estimates are developed by trans¬ 
lating the generalized concept of a living stan¬ 
dard into a list of commodities and services 
which can be priced. Thus, standard budgets are 
normative, or benchmark, estimate* of living 
costs. They do not represent the way* in which 
family incomes should be spent, or the ways 
average families actually spend their incomes. 

The first standard budgets prepared by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics were developed for 
the apecific purpose of evaluating living condi¬ 
tions of cotton-mill workers in Fall River, Mass 
and in the South in 1908-09. These budget* 
described two standards of living-—* minimum, 
including only bare necessities; and a fair stan¬ 
dard, including some allowance for comfort. An¬ 
other budget defining a standard of health and 
decency was developed in 1919. In the late 
1930 ’ b , BLS cooperated with the Works Prog¬ 
ress Administration in pricing two budgets: A 
maintenance budget, described as above the 
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minimum subsistence level but approaching a 
satisfactory American standard of living: and 
an emergency budget, derived by cutting the 
maintenance budget for emergency condition.} 
“with the least harm to the individuals and the 
social group." The information available at the 
time concerning the requirements for nutrition¬ 
ally adequate diets and healthful housing was 
incorporated into the definitions of the living 
standard in each of these budgets. For other 
components of family living, the "require¬ 
ments" were formulated primarily on the basis 
of the personal judgment of the budget makers. 2 

In 1946, the Bureau compiled the City Work¬ 
er’s Family Budget for a “modest but adequate" 
standard of living. The procedures used stan¬ 
dards of adequacy that reflected the judgments 
of scientists and experts where these were avail¬ 
able; for other components, they depended on 
statistical analyses of consumer choices. 2 The 
same method, with some refinements, was used 
in 1959, in the interim revisions of the City 
Worker’s Family Budget and the Budget for a 
Retired Couple. 4 These procedures were used 
again, with additional refinements, in the mid- 
1960s to develop the "intermediate” budgets 
(initially described as "moderate" budgets) for 
a four-person family and a retired couple. Sub¬ 
sequently. the costs of the intermediate level 
budgets were scaled downward and upward by 
a variety of techniques to produce a "lower" 
and a "higher" budget for each family type • 
Procedures for the intermediate budgets of the 
1960 s and the scaling techniques are described 
in the remainder of this chapter. 

Description of the Budgets 

All normative estimates of living costs must 
be based on specific family situations. The con¬ 
struction of a family budget, therefore, requires 
a set of assumptions, i c„ specifications, which 
must be formulated explicitly by the budget 
maker at the outset. These relate to the age, 

•• 
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size, and type of family; the manner of living 
appropriate for the specified family composition 
and the locality in which the family resides; 
and the position of the living standard in rela¬ 
tion to the actual scale of consumption. 

Family composition has a significant effect 
on spending patterns, manner of living, and 
family needs. The budgets for a younger, four- 
person family, specifies that the family consists 
of an employed husband, age 38, who has a wife 
not employed outside the home, and two chil¬ 
dren, a girl of 8 and a boy of 18. This family 
type represents a middle stage in the life cycle, 
and it has been widely used as the unit for other 
budgets compiled for earlier periods. The family 
in the budgets for a retired cduple consists of a 
husband and wife, age 65 or over, who are 
assumed to be self-supporting, in reasonably 
good health, and able to take care of themselves. 
This unit, which has a markedly different pat¬ 
tern of living and needs than the younger fam¬ 
ily, has been the subject of special concern in 
national policy formation over the last three 
decades. Budget quantities and budget, com¬ 
ponent cost estimates for other family types 
cannot be derived as fractions or multiples of 
the quantities or cost estimates for food, shel¬ 
ter, clothing, transportation, etc. for the four- 
person family or the retired couplo.' 

Both types of families were assumed to live 
in an urban area. Assumptions also were made 
concerning the living arrangements and tenure 
of the families; inventories of housefurnish- 
ings, household equipment, and clothing; means 
of transportation; ownership of life insurance; 
provisions for medical care; savings positions, 
etc. In making these assumptions, the budget 
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makers were guided by data on the prevalence 
of ownership of particular types of assets in the 
urban metropolitan population, and the avail¬ 
ability of goods and services provided by gov¬ 
ernments for collective consumption or provided 
under collective bargaining agreements between 
employers and unions. 

AU three budgets provide for the mainte¬ 
nance of physics! health and social well-being, 
and participation in community activities. 
Within this broad framework, different levels 
of adequacy were obtained by varying the as¬ 
sumptions concerning the manner of living and 
by providing different quantitiee and qualities 
of the necessary goods and services. 

The content of the budgets is based on the 
manner of living and consumer choices in the 
1960’s. The lower budget differs from the inter- 
mediate and higher budgets in several specifica¬ 
tions: The family lives in rental housing with¬ 
out air conditioning, (except for a proportion 
of retired couples who may own their own 
homes), relies heavily on public transportation, 
supplemented, where necessary, by the use of 
an older car, performs more services for itself, 
and utilises free recreation facilities in the com¬ 
munity. Compared with the intermediate 
budget, the life style in the higher budget is 
marked by more homeownership, high levels of 
new-car ownership, more household appliances 
and equipment *nd more paid-for services. For 
most items common to all budgets the quanti¬ 
ties are greater and the qualities higher in the 
intermediate than in the lower budget and in 
the higher than in the intermediate budget 1

Data Sources 

Budget quantities and pricing specifications 
were derived from two sources: (1) Scientific 
or technical judgments concerning the require¬ 
ments for physical health and social well-being; 
and (2) analytical studies of the choices of 
goods and services made by consumers in suc¬ 
cessive income groups, as reported in the Bu¬ 
reau’s surveys of consumer expenditures," to 
determine by statistical procedures the income 
class whose spending pattern would be used as 
the “norm” for a specified budget level. 

Scientific standards for nutritionally ade-

quate diets for individuals in different sex-see 
groups have been developed by the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the National Research Coun¬ 
cil, and translated by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture into food plans at different cost 
levels. These food plans were used as the basis 
for the food-at-home component of the budgets. 

Housing standards established by the Ameri¬ 
can Public Health Association and the U.S. 
Public Housing Administration were adopted 
for the budgets. These standards relate to sleep¬ 
ing space requirements, essential household 
equipment (including plumbing facilities), sde- 
quate utilities and heat, structural condition, 
and neighborhood location of the dwelling units. 
Fuel requirements were derived by analysing 
actual fuel purchases of families in the specified 
types of dwellings in relation to degree-days to 
provide an adjustment for differences In cli- 
m»t*. Estimates of electricity and utility serv¬ 
ices required for the appliances specified for the 
budgets were furnished by utility companies 
and associations. 

The widespread use of insurance to cover the 
cost of major illness was accepted as a basis for 
a standard for medical care, and a family mem¬ 
bership in a group health insurance plan (Medi¬ 
care for the retired couple) was specified. 
Quantities of medical enre services not covered 
by insurance were derived from data on utiliza¬ 
tion rates provided by the 19GS-64 UJ5. Na¬ 
tional Health Survey and the 1960-61 Consumer 
Expenditures Survey. Major medical provisions 
were specified for the higher budget. 

No generally accepted scientific standards 
are available for other components of the budg- 
eta (clothing, housefumishings, transportation, 
personal care, household operation, reading,’ 
recreation, tobacco, education, gifts and contri¬ 
bution.!, and miscellaneous expenses). There¬ 
fore, for most of those components a technique 
was developed which relied on the choices of con¬ 
sumers as the basis for a standard. Purchases 
were examined at successive income levels to 
determine the income level at which the rate of 
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increase in quantities purchased began to de¬ 
cline in relation to the rate of change in income, 
i.e., the point of maximum elasticity. The aver¬ 
age numbers and kinds of items purchased at 
this income level became the quantities and 
qualities specified for the intermediate level 
budget. In general, income daises below and 
above the classes used for the intermediate level 
were specified as the source of quantities for 
the lower and higher budgets, respectively. 

For the transportation component, quantities 
for the intermediate and higher budgets were 
based on the average consumption pattern of 
families of each budget type. For the lower 
budget,' average patterns of renter families 
were used. Except for the higher budget where 
costs include a car for all families, automobile 
ownership was specified in inverse relationship 
to the availability of mass public transporta¬ 
tion. Mileage allowances were adjusted by the 
use of automobiles for work. 

In determining budget costs, levels of prices 
paid for items are as important as the numbers 
of items bought. Items in the intermediate 
budget were priced in t^e types of stores and 
professional and service establishments custom¬ 
arily patronized by urban families. Prices, pric¬ 
ing procedures, reporting stores and service 
establishments, and price calculation methods 
were those used by the BLS for the Consumer 
Price Index,* except that additional quotations 
were obtained in tome coses to calculate aver¬ 
ages and different qualities were priced in other 
esses to represent the intermediate budget 
level. For some items in the lower and higher 
budgets, special prices were collected directly 
from stores nnd establishments. In the main, 
however, prices for those two lovels were esti¬ 
mates in a variety of ways. 1 * 


Analysis and Presentation 

In the methods described, a family budget 
ia the end result of a multitude of decisions by 
tho budget maker, based on standards formu- 
latcd by scientists or experts or on analyses of 
datu on consumption patterns from a variety of 
sources. Tho budgets are not simply the prod- 
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ucts of a survey of way* families at particular 
income levels actually spend their money. The 
judgment of the budget maker is involved in 
selecting among the family types and manners 
and levels of living to be represented; in deter¬ 
mining the most appropriate sources of data to 
be used in deriving budget quantities; and in 
interpreting actual family consumption in terms 
of norms or benchmarks. The appropriateness 
of the operating assumptions can be evaluated 
only by the budget users in relation to the pur¬ 
poses to be served.* 1 

Budget estimates may be analyzed in four 
ways: (1) Costs are compared with income. 
However, costs for a specific family type should 
be compared only with average incomes, or in¬ 
come distributions, for families of the seme 
type. This kind of analysis has been restricted, 
therefore, by the availability of cost estimates 
for only two family types. However, family 
equivalence scales may be used to develop esti¬ 
mates for comparable benchmark levels for 
families of other types. (2) Budget coats in one 
place are compared with costs in another, Le., 
the budgets provide a basis for calculating an 
index of locality differences in living costs. The 
Bureau has provided this type of analysis in 
conjunction with its published reports. (3) 
Costs are compared over time to measure 
changes in living standards. The sporadic char¬ 
acter of the Bureau's family budget research 
program imposes serious limitations on t kl i 
type of analysis. Also the judgment factor in 
developing budgets introduces a serious bias for 
evaluating changes in the levels and living stan¬ 
dards of families from decade to decade. (4) 
Finally, budget estimates of different levels are , 
compared to provide a measure of the aggre¬ 
gate addition to income required to raise con¬ 
sumption to particular levels. Tho development 
of budgets for three different levels facilitates 
this type of analysis. 


Uses and Limitations 

Family budgets are used in economic research 
to appraise the economic condition of the popu¬ 
lation and to evaluate the need for, and the 
effect of, specific laws and programs. For ex¬ 


ample, normative living costs are used, to mea¬ 
sure the extent to which social security or un¬ 
employment insurance benefits provide income 
sufficient to purchase the manner and content of 
living used to define a specified budget level; to 
estimate aggregate costs of consumer goods as 
a basis for developing public policies; or to pre¬ 
pare estimates of the number of families living 
below the specified budget level. Budgets also 
provide benchmarks for administrative deter¬ 
minations, as required by a number of existing 
laws or policies of social, welfare, and educa¬ 
tional agencies; e.g.. to establish criteria of 
eligibility for public assistance, public housing, 
support services for individuals in job develop¬ 
ment programs, subsidized medical or mental 
health, guidance services, or college scholar¬ 
ship aid. 

In addition to their primary use as tools in 
evaluating income adequacy, family budgets are 
used to measure place-to-place differences in liv¬ 
ing costs, as a basis for family counseling, in 
wage negotiations, and as an aid in consumer 
education. 

Locality indexes based on the BLS budgets 
reflect differences in coats of established resi¬ 
dents in a community. Rental costs, for ex¬ 
ample, are based on the averages for occupied 
dwellings and are not e valid measure of the 
costs of vacant units available to new residents. 
Similarly, the costs of maintaining a home pur¬ 
chased 7 years ago, while an appropriate mea¬ 
sure for an established, budget-type family, 
does not provide information on the relative 
costs of purchasing homes in current markets. 
The cost of food reflects not only differences in 
price levels but also, and more important, differ¬ 
ences in regional preference patterns in the 
choice of food to meet nutritional standards. 1 * 
The indexes, therefore, are more appropriate as 
research tools in analyses of the relationship 
between income and costs of established resi¬ 
dents in different locations than aa measures of 
differences in costs for families moving from 
one location to another.

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BLS REPORTS RISE Ii.' CITY WORKER FAMILY BUDGET III 1971

The annual cost of maintaining an intermediate level of living 

for a specifically defined family of four persons In the New York-North¬ 
eastern New Jersey area'was estimated at $12,605 in Autumn 1971, accord¬ 
ing to Herbert-Bicnstock, Regional Director of the U.S. Department of 
Labor's Bureau of Labor Statistics. The cost at the lower level of 11v- 
Ing came t.o $7,578, while at a higher level of living, budget costs 
amounted to $19,238. 

Budget costs at all three levels were higher in Autumn 1971 
than they were in Spring 1970, the last time the budget was priced. The 
total budget cost increased 5.6 percent at the lower level over this 
period and 3.7 percent at both the intermediate and higher levels. The 
rise primarily reflected Increases in area consumer prices, which more 
than offset a decrease in personal income tax payments r??ulMug from 
reductions in Federal income tax liability as provided in the 1970 Tax 
Reform Act. The larger increase in the lower budget in part resulted 
from the impact of increases in housing and medical care costs. 

Living costs in llew York-Northeastern flew Jersey in 1971 were 
higher than the United States urban average for all three budget levels. 
Hie gap between costs in the greater Hew York area compared lo the urban 
United States was substantially larger for the higher and intermediate

Living costs in the New York-Northeastern New Jersey area re- 
jjire more dollars at the higher level of living than in any other of 
the 37 mainland areas studied. At the higher level only the New York 
and Boston areas exceeded the $19,000 mark, while Atlanta was below 
$14,000. At $19,233,the New York higher level budget was $2,332 or 
14 percent higher than the third highest area, San Franclsco-Oakland. 
Living costs at the higher level in New York-Northeastern New Jersey 
exceeded the budgets for the Los Angeles, Chicago, and Philadelphia 
orens by 1G to 19 percent. At the intermediate level, New York ranks 
second only to Boston. At the lower’level, in contrast, New York budget 
costs were closer to the national urban average, although still above all 
but five of.the other 37 mainland areas studied. 

. The relative disadvantage of higher living costs in flew York- 


Northeastern Hew Jersey compared to the urban United Stairs has 
since Spring 1957. At that, time, budget costs in flew York wore 2 per¬ 
cent higher than in the urban United States at the lower level, 1U per¬ 
cent greater at the Intermediate level, and 14 percent higher at the 
hlghar level.

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As a resuit, the spread between New York living costs and the average for 
urban areas In the United States widened to 5, 15, and 21 percent for the 
three budget levels, respectively, in Autumn 1971. 

The budget-type family consists of a 38-year-old husband, em¬ 
ployed full time, a wife, not employed outside the household, a boy of 
13, and a girl of 8. The family group has average inventories of clothing, 
home furnishings, major durables, and other equipment. The manner of 
living in the lower budget differs from that in the intermediate and 
higher budgets primarily since at the lower level the family lives in 
rental housing (’without air conditioning), performs more services for It¬ 
self, and utilizes free recreation facilities In the community. Fewer 
families own cars, and the models owned are older than those specified in 
the other tv/o budgets. The higher budget, on the other hand, specifies a 
higher level of hemeownership compared with the intermediate, a more amnio

far short offsetting the higher cost of maintaining an Intermediate 
and higher level of living In flew York. Senior level draftsmen earn 
rbout 7 percent myiv than comparable workers nationally, but since living 
ot en intermediate level in flew York means lb percent more in budget 
costs than the typical American urban family, the Hew York draftsman's 
relative pay advantage is converted to a 7-porccnt disadvantage If the 
comparative living costs are taken into account. 

Similarly, although an advanced-level engineer earns roughly 
the same pay in the Hew York area os In other metropolitan areas, bis 
budget costs at a higher level of living were about 21 percent above the 


/ 
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scnr.c worker In the urban United States as a whole. Consequently, the 
Hew Vork engineer is at a 17-percent disadvantage In his wage level-living 
cosa relationship compared to similar workers nationwide. 

For workers living at the lower budget level, however, fi-.v Yorkers 
typically have a favorable wage-living cost ratio when compared to the 
United States. For material-handling laborers, for example, a key unskilled 
plant job surveyed by BLS in 90 metropolitan areas across the country, the 
,12-perccnt wage level advantage enjoyed by Hew York laborers compared to 
the corresponding metropolitan area average more than offset 5-pcrcenc 
higher budget costs needed to maintain the lower budget level here. 

Mr. Bienstock noted that differences in age and family sue aff?c 
the budget levels. A young Hew York couple without children, for example, 
Woui'd need less for living expenses — $2,991, $4,791, and $G,D32, re¬ 
spectively, — about half the family consumption costs of the lucigci.-type 
4-person family. On the other hand, a family with three school-age 
children would need $7,031, $11,341, and $1G,174 for consumption goods 
and services for these three levels of living, about 16 percent more 
than the budget-type 4-person family. 

The spread between the lower and higher budget levels in t. - Yirk 
was substantially wider than for the urban United States. In Auto n 
1971, tin; higher level Hew York budget, at $19,233, was <11 ,CGO or i:-a 
percent higher than the lower at $7,573. For urban United Stales the 
spread was $3,691, or 121 percent, between the higher at $15,905 and toe

At the higfisr level, Mr. Bienstock noted, housing and personal income 
taxes were substantially higher in flew York. Taxes represented 22 
percent of the higher budget and 10 percent of the intermediate in flow 
York compared to 19 and 16 percent, respectively, for urban United

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TECHNICAL NQTi: 

The 19/0 and 1971 estimates of consumption were derived by apply¬ 
ing price changes since Spring 1969, reported in the Consumer Price Index, 
. .to the appropriate Spring 1969 final cost of each main budget class of 
goods and services. This method of updating provides only an approxima¬ 
tion of current budget costs because the Consumer Price Index reflects 
spending patterns and prices paid for commodities and services purchased 
by wage earners and clerical workers generally without regard to their 
family type and level of living. Other costs and Old Age, Survivors', 
Disability and Health Insurance were also updated. Personal taxes for 
1970 were computed from tax rates in effect for 1969, for 1971 they were 
computed from those currently in effect at that time. 

Some of the components of the family budget vary in composition 
with the level of living presented. The housing component at the lewer 
level was limited to rental housing only, the prevalent pattern at the 
lower level. At the intermediate and higher levels, the budgets re¬ 
present weighted average costs for other renter and homeowner families. 
Costs for homeownership constitute 76 percent, and those for renters 
25 percent, of the weighted average costs of shelter for the Hew YorL- 
Northeastern New Jersey area intermediate level budget. At the higher 
budget level, the weights wore B5 and 15 percent for homeowners and 
renters, respectively. Housing at all three levels includes shelter, 
household operations and housefurnishings. 

The average costs to automobile owners and nonowners in the

transportation component are weighted by the following proportions at 
the three budget levels: lower level -- 60 percent for both automobile 
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Owners and nonowners, Intermediate level — eo percent automobile owners 
end 20 percent nonowners, and at the higher level, all automobile owners. 
. • .* In the tocal medical care component, the average costs of i.eoic'l 
insurance were weighted by the following proportions at all three budget 
levels: .30 percent for families paying full cost of insurance, 26 per¬ 
cent for families paying half cost, 44 percent for families covered by 
nonconfcributory insurance plans (paid by employer).

The annual cost of maintaining an intermediate level of living

for a specifically defined family of four persons in the New York- 
Northeastern New Jersey area was estimated at $13,179 In Autumn 1972, 
according to Herbert Bienstock of the Bu.cou of Labor Statistics' 

Kiddle Atlantic office, he also said that costs at a lower level of 
living averaged $7,841, while at a higher level of living, budget ^sts 
amounted to $20,165. 

budget costs at all three levels were higher in Autumn 1972 
than they were in Autumn 1971, the last.time the budget was priced. 

Total budget costs increased by 34 percent at the lower level and by 
about 5 percent at the intermediate and higher levels over this period. 

The increases primarily reflected area consumer price rises, especially 
for food and housing, iho smaller increase in the lower ouaget in . arv 
resulted from differences in personal income ta>: changes reflecting .„r\- 
iny impacts of revision, in the federal standard deduction and personal 
exemption amount. Changes in personal Income taxes for the hypothetical 
family budgets ranged from a decline of $10 at the lower level to increases 
of $A and $101, respectively, at the intermediate and higher levels. 

Living costs in New York-Northeastern New Jersey in Autumn 1972 
remained above the United States urban average for all three budget

levels;. The pip between costs In the greater New York area compared to 
the urban.. United States was substantially larger for the higher and inter¬ 
mediate level budgets than for the lower. The cost of maintaining the 

{ • 

budget family of four at the higher level of living in New York-Northeastern 
New Jersey was 22 percent greater than for Inc urban United States; at 
tho Intermediate level, the area was 15 percent higher; and at the lower 
level, C> percent hiqher. 

Among mainland areas for which family budget data are computed. 
New York-Northeastern New Jersey continued to be one of the highest living 
cost areas in the country. With the exception of Boston, living costs 
in New York-Northeastern New Jersey required more dollars at the higher 
level of living than in any of the other areas studied. At $20,210 and 
$20,165,,,the Boston and New York-Northeastern New Jersey areas were sub¬ 
stantially above any of the other areas studied. The lowest cost for tho 
higher Iqvel budget was for Austin, Texas, $14,119. Tho third highest 
cost area at the upper budget level was San Francisco at $17,097, $2,265 
below the Now York-Northeastern New Jersey area, livinq costs at the 
higher level in New York-Northeastern New Jersey exceeded the budgets for 
the Chicago ($17,161), Philadelphia ($17,140), and Los Angeles ($17,107) 
areas by 10 percent, or about $2,000. 

At an intermediate lovel of living, the New York-Northeastern 
New Jersey budget was $13,179, second only to the Boston area at $13,576. 
Among the 37 mainland areas studied, Austin, Texas, at $9,000,was the 
lowest cost area at an intermediate level of living. The lower budget 
level cost for New York-Northeastern New Jersey, $7,041, was the fourth 
highest of the mainland areas studied. 
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As a result of sharper price Increases in the area, the spread 
between New York-Northeastern New Jersey living costs and the average 
for urban areas in the United States widened since Spring 1567. At that 
time, budget costs in the area were 2 percent higher at the lower level, 

10 percent greater at the Intermediate level, and 14 percent higher at 
the higher level compared to 6, 15, and 22 percent for the three budget 
levels, respectively, in Autumn 1972. Since Spring 1957, living costs 
have risen more rapidly in the area nationally at all three budget 
levels -- 30 percent as against about 25 percent, for the lower; 32 per¬ 
cent versus 26 percent at the intermediate; and 3G versus 27 percent at 
the higher level. 

The budget-type family consists of a 30-year-old husband, 
employed full time; a wife, not employed outside the household; a boy of 
13; ond a girl of 0. The family has for each budget level average inven¬ 


tories of clothing, homo furnishings, major durables and other equipment. 
The budgets, which pertain only to urban families, are not intended to 
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represent a minimum or subsistence level of living nor how families of 
those types actually spend their money. 

The manner of living In the lower budget differs from that In 
the Intermediate and higher budgets. At the lower level, the family lives 
In rental housing, performs more services for.itsclf, and utilizes free 
recreation facilities in the comnunity. Fewer families own cars, and the 
models owned are older than those specified in the other two budgets. 

The higher budget, on the other hand, specifies a greater level of home- 
ownership compared with the intermediate, a more ample automobile allow¬ 
ance, more complete inventories of household appliances and equipment, 
and more paid-for entertainment and household services. Inevitably, 
higher taxes go along with the income that permits the higher consumption 
level. 

Family living expenses — fo 9 d, housing, clothing, transporta¬ 
tion, medical cprc{ etc. — were updated to .1972 by applying changes in 
the Consumer Price Index to the Autumn; 1971 budget estimates for these 
components. This method of updating provides only an approximation of 
current budget costs because the Consumer Price Index reflects spending 
patterns and prices paid for commodities and services purchased by 
earners and clerical workers generally.without regard to their family 
type and level of living. Social security and personal Income taxes wore 
also updated to 1972. 

Shelter costs as measured by the Consumer Price Index and by 
the family budgets are not comparable. In the lower budget, shelter is 
limited to rental housing. For the intermediate and higher budgets, 

75 and 05 percent of the families are assumed to be homeowners who 
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purchased their homes six years ego. Therefore, a substantial portion 
Oi thoir slid cor cos »,f (principal and Interest payments) do not reflect 
more current Increases In home purchase costs as reported by the Consumer 
Price Index. For this updating of tin; budgets, these costs wore adjusted 
to reflect Consumer Price Index changes in home purchase and mortgage 
Interest rates between 19G3 and 1966 -- the home purchase dates-used for 
the 1969 and 1972 budgets respectively. 

Except for lower budget level income taxes, all of the budget 
components Increased in cost between Autumn 1971 and Autumn 1972. Among 
family consumption costs, housing rose fastest at all budget levels, up 
about 8 percent at the higher and intermediate levels and by about 6 per- 
cent at »thc lower level. In 1972, housing expenses accounted for about 
20 percent of f the lower level budget, and 2/ percent of the intermediate 
and higher levels. Higher over-thc-ycar food costs also accounted for 
a substantial part of the budget increases for each of the three budget 
levels. 


In addition 1o increases in family consumption costs, about 
4 to 5 percent for all three budget levels, personal income tax increases 
were also registered for the Intermediate and higher budgets. Petwcen 
Autumn 1971 and Autumn 1972, taxes were up by 0.2 and 2.G percent respec¬ 
tively, for these two budgets. In contrast for the lower level, personal 
income taxes declined slightly, by 1.4 percent. A1though federal tax 
rates renuined constant between 1971 and 1972, an increase in the allow¬ 
able amount for the standard deduction and personal exemptions had 
proportionately more impact on the lower level budget than on the other 
two levels. Social security payments also increased more at the inter- 
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mediate and higher levels than at the lower levels. Althpugh the social 
socurity tax rato remained constant botweon 1971 and 1972, at 5.2 percent, 
the maximum Income on which contributions arc mado Increased from $7,GCD 
to $9,000. The Impact of this change was relatively minor at the lower 
budget level. 

• The spread between the lower and higher budget levels In New 
York was substantially wider than for the urban United States. In Autumn 
1972, the higher level New York budget, at $20,105, was $12,324 or 157 per¬ 
cent, higher than the lower, at $7,641. For the urban United States, tho 
spread was $9,172, or 124 percent, between the higher at $16,550 and tho 
lower at. $7,306. 

Sharply higher than national budget costs in the New York- 
Northeastern New Jersey area at the Intermediate and hiqher levels primar¬ 
ily reflected greater area costs for housinq and food, and personal Income 
taxes, as well, as for other budget categories. For the higher level. Now 
York costs were 29 percent above the urban United States average for 
• housing, 17 percent higher for food, and 49 percent above for personal 
income- taxes. 

Mr. Oicnstock noted that differences in age and family size 
affect the budget levels. A young New York couple without children, for 
example, would need less for living expenses — $3,113, $5,039, and 
$7,107, respectively — about half the family consumption costs of the 
budget-type four-person family. On the oilier hand, a family with three 
school-age children would need $7,369, $11,920, and $17,014 for consump- 
tlon goods and services for these three, levels of living, about 16 per¬ 
cent more than the budget-type four-person family.

Organization. I am familiar with the facts surrounding this 
litigation and the present notion. This affidavit is submitted 


in support of a motion to dissolve the consent order of 
January 28, 1971» as amended (Exhibit A annexed hereto), 
pursuant to paragraph IK of said order which states:

On August 6, 1970, the United States of America, by 
the Attorney General, commenced tills action to prevent the

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defendants from continuing "a pattern and practice of resistance 11 
to the Fair Housing Act of 1968, 42U.S.C., §3601, ct reo. 
Subsequently, extended negotiations were undertaken by the 

parties in un effort to resolve the issues raised by the 
complaint. On January 28, 1971 > a Consent Order (later amended., 
which amendment is in no way relevant to this proceeding) was 
entered into by the parties thereby settling the litigation 
without any adjudication of the merits and without tiny admission 
by any party as to the existence or absence of liability. 

The Order required that specific steps be immediately 
taken by defendants. Certain procedures wore temporary, and 
have since been automatically terminated pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of paragraph VI, E of the Order, after full compliance 
therewith (see Exhibit }3 attached hereto). 

In addition, the defendants, immediately after the 
Consent decree was executed, adopted and implemented a standard 
procedure •* »■»'* n PP r,f ' *»n nnpVirnnl-.fi for nnnvtwpnt.R 

pursuant to paragraph V,C of the Order. The defendants also 
adopted and implemented a detailed procedure for handling and 
processing post-order complaints pursuant to paragraph VI11 of 
the Order. In both instances those procedures, ingrained by 
almost two years of usage, have become an integral part of 
defendants’ ongoing business operation.

It is worth noting that only once during the entire 
period, on August 23, 197-1, did plaintiff question the rejection

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of any applications (the applications of Ralph 12. Mitchell and 
Suze Raphael) to which defendants promptly and fully responded 
(see Exhibit C attached hereto). Plaintiff, apparently satisfied 
with the response, did not again contact the defendants. 

• • Over the course of the pact two years defendants, under 

the terms of paragraph VII,A of the order, have kept various 
special records for plaintiff's inspection. Additionally, and 
as required by the Consent Order, dally logs for each quarterly 
period are kept. These logo (see Exhibit D) are a rather 
detailed compilation which must be gathered from applications 
(see Exhibit E), "Attachment A's" (sec Exhibit P), credit reports 
and personal observations. This procedure interrupts the normal 
workday routine and is particularly disruptive and burdensome. 

Under the terms of paragraph VII, D of the Order, 
defendants have been forwarding, in a timely manner, quarterly 
data and reports, as required by the Order, to Washington, D.C. 
Additionally, at the specific oral request of the Justice 
Department made to Richard Lcfrak and me, defendants have included 
in these quarterly reports copies of each and every application 
made by a prospective tenant together with the attendant 
Attachment A" (see Exhibits E and P), During the period for

which the order has been in force up to and .including December 31 , 
19/2, between 2,000 and 2 , i^OO applications have been processed 
(including guarantors) and about 7 L >0 sheets of paper compiled and 
sent to Washington, D.C. four times a year (see Exhibit G). 
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Tills massive burden is onerous and oppressive and the 
entire process has a costly, unsettling and disruptive effect on 
defendants’ regular course of business. 

After two years of scrupulous compliance over and above 

the terms of the Concent Order defendants have proved their good 

faith. This is best illustrated and most emphatically driven 

home by the fact that government counsel in one of the hearings 
before this Court at which I was present, commented on the fact 

that defendants had been townJy.Lug with the letter and the spirit 

of the Consent Order. 

Defendants intend to continue to use the application 
renting 

procedures and/criteria outlined in the consent decree and will 
continue to abide by the law as set forth in the Fair Housing Act.

Among the other costs of the 
budgets, personal Income taxes accounted for nearly a fourth of the 1969-70 
Increase at the lowor level compared to about a third at the Intermediate 
and nearly two-fifths at the hlghor lcvol. Those Increases reflect higher 
taxes that go along with the Increased Income needed to maintain the three 
levels of living In 1970 and changes In social security tax liabilities. 

Mr. Blenstock'pointed out that differences In age and family 
size affect the*budget levels.

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family consumption costs of the budget-type 4-person family. On the other 
hand, a family with three school-age children would need $6,604; 10,646; 
and $15,100 for consumption goods and services for these three levels of 
living, about 16 percent more than the budget-type 4-person family. 

Mr. Bienstock also noted that the total costs of the budgets 
should not be compared with general levels of Industrial wages or sala-

The total cost of the lower 
budget, however, assumes that the source of family Income Is from employ¬ 
ment and that the breadwinner's earnings are sufficient to provide the 
level of consumption described by the budget.
